EUROPE’S  FIRST  BROAD  COIN 


Ever  since  ancient  times,  Europe's 
silver  standard  coin  had  been  the 
Denarius,  a small  coin  about  half  the 
size  of  a quarter,  or  a little  more 
than  that  of  a dime,  but  much  thinner. 

Silver  during  the  Middle  Ages  was 
so  precious  that  it  had  to  be  thinned 
out  when  used  in  coinage.  Gold  was 
even  more  precious  and  not  used  for 
coinage  until  the  13th  Century.  And 
copper,  with  a few  unusual  exceptions 
influenced  by  Byzantine  models,  was 
not  recognized  as  yet  as  a proper 
metal  for  coins  of  the  realm. 

By  the  middle  of  the  13th  Century,  it 
became  apparent  that  something  re- 
presenting a larger  amount  of  money 
was  needed  to  speed  trade.  The 
Denarius,  or  penny,  was  becoming 
more  and  more  devaluated  and  the 
bags  full  of  small  coins  needed  to  pay 
larger  sums  were  found  to  be  most 
inconvenient. 

The  problem  was  solved  with  the 
advent  of  a new  denomination,  the 
Groat  or  Groschen,  from  the  Latin 
word  "grossus,  " meaning  "big." 
Generally,  the  Groat  of  the  early  type 
was  worth  4 Pennies,  later  the  some- 
what smaller  Groschen  was  valued  at 
3 Kreuzers. 

The  first  large  silver  coin  of  Europe 
since  the  Greek  Tetradrachms,  was 
issued  around  1250  in  the  city  of 
Prague,  Bohemia.  At  that  time,  Prague 
was  the  very  center  of  Europe  and  an 
Imperial  residence  as  well.  It  seemed 
only  natural  to  have  the  city's  name 
mentioned  on  the  new  coin. 

On  one  side  is  the  Bohemian  lion, 
two-tailed  and  rampant,  and  the  in- 
scription "Grossus  Pragensis."  On 
the  reverse,  the  Royal  Crown  of 
Bohemia  is  found  within  a double  circle 
of  legends,  naming  the  ruler  and  title. 

The  coinage  of  Prague  Groschen  or 
Groats  was  plentiful  under  Kings  John, 
Charles  IV,  and  Wenceslas  II,  and 
continued  until  Ferdinand  I,  around 
1527,  but  the  last  rulers  debased  its 
silver  content  and  size.  By  the  late 
15th  Century,  other  large  silver  coins 
had  taken  the  play  away  from  this 
pioneer  anyway.

South  Africa 

Changes  Money 

South  Africa's  banks  and  stockmarkets 
were  closed  yesterday  in  preparation 
for  today's  decimal  day  when  the 
country  leaves  the  pounds  and  pence 
system  to  go  on  decimal  currency. 

The  main  new  unit  of  currency  will 
be  the  Rand  - eaual  to  100  cents  and 
also  10  shillings  of  the  present  cur- 
rency. Under  the  old  system  10 
shillings  was  one  half  of  a pound  ster- 
ling. A pound  had  the  value  of  $2.8 
dollars  so  one  Rand  equals  $1.4  dol- 
lars. 

The  name  "Rand"  is  taken  from  the 
Witwatersrand  area  which  with  its 
goldmines  laid  the  basis  of  South 
Africa's  economy. 

South  Africa’s  switch  to  decimal 
currency  will  be  followed  at  the  end 
of  May  by  the  country  proclaiming  it- 
self a republic  which  may  or  may  not 
remain  a member  of  the  British 
Commonwealth.

One  of  Napoleon's  best  generals, 
Marshall  Bernadotte,  after  the  defeat 
and  elimination  of  his  erstwhile  mas- 
ter, left  France  and  went  to  Sweden 
where  he  was  received  with  top  honors 
and  soon  gained  great  influence  at  the 
Stockholm  court. 

Before  long  the  childless  King, 

Charles  XIII,  made  him  heir  apparent 
with  the  consent  of  the  Rigsrat,  and 
when  Charles  XIII  died  in  1818,  Charles 
Bernadotte,  Marshal  of  France,  be- 
came his  successor  under  the  name  of 
Charles  John,  or  Charles  XIV,  King  of 
Swedes,  Norwegians  and  Gothlanders. 

The  new  house  soon  was  firmly  es- 
tablished, lost  all  connections  with 
French  interests  and  became  thorough- 
ly Swedish. 

In  its  coinage,  the  French-born  King 
adhered  to  the  systems  prevalent  in 
Sweden  when  he  succeeded  to  the  throne 
but  he  gradually  modernized  its  ap- 
pearance along  the  lines  followed  by 
the  rest  of  Europe.  Separate  coins 
were  issued  for  his  two  countries, 
Sweden  having  the  Svea  shield,  or 
Three  Crowns,  and  Norway  featuring 
the  Gotha  shield,  or  Lion,  as  their 
respective  coats  of  arms.  On  the 
obverse,  surrounding  the  King's  bust, 
the  legends  listed  the  countries  he 
ruled,  but  Sweden  was  listed  first  on 
the  Swedish  issues  and  Norway  on  the 
Norwegian  coins.

ANCIENT  TRADE  COINS 
A trade  coin  is  a denomination  issued 

with  a stereotype  design,  year  after 
year,  guaranteeing  the  merchant  that 
it  is  of  the  same  quality  as  the  proto- 
type was. 

In  modern  times,  we  have  the 
Austrian  Marie  Theresa  Taler  and 
the  Queen  Victoria  Sovereign  as  good 
examples  --  both  are  still  being  made 
exclusively  for  trade  purposes  with 
the  Middle  and  Far  East.  Some  coun- 
tries, including  the  United  States, 
Japan,  and  Holland,  issued  special 
coins  designated  as  trade  coins,  which 
were  not  current  in  the  home  country 
at  all. 

There  are  exampl  es  of  earlier  trade 
currency  like  the  Saxony  Talers  of 
1620,  issued  for  the  Dutch  trade,  or 
the  Albertustaler  standard  Roubles 
of  Czar  Paul  I,  also  for  trade  purposes 
only.  But  even  as  far  back  as  antiquity 
we  find  trade  coins  which  served  their 
purpose  well. 

During  the  Century  after  the  death 
of  Alexander  the  Great,  323  B.  C. , his 
silver  coins  were  issued  by  the  thou- 
sands in  practically  every  country  of 
the  then  known  world.  The  Athenian 
"owl"  coins  were  current  far  outside 
Athens,  and  for  many  Centuries  with- 
out any  change  in  design. 

A less  known,  but  successful,  trade 
coin  was  the  so-called  Cistophorus  of 
Pergamum.  This  wealthy  kingdom, 
situated  in  Asia  Minor,  started  to 
issue  silver  4 Drachm  pieces  around 
133  B.C.,  which  had  a type  different 
from  coins  then  current  in  the  area. 

On  one  side,  it  had  the  symbols  of 
Bacchus,  quiver  and  ivy  leaves,  and 


on  the  other,  a so-called  Cista  Mystics 
or  magic  altar,  peculiar  to  Asia  Minor 
cults.  This  was  surrounded  by  snakes 
also  symbolic  of  the  somewhat 
sensuous  religion  then  being  practiced 
in  that  part  of  the  ancient  world.  The 
name  of  the  minting  official  appeared 
on  the  coins,  either  abbreviated  or  in 
full.  When  the  "cistophores"  or 
"cista-bearers"  became  popular  out- 
side of  Pergamum,  the  magistrates  of 
the  kingdom  issued  them  in  huge 
quantities  for  their  expanding  foreign 
trade. 

Year  after  year,  with  only  a change 
of  magistrate's  name  or  monogram, 
the  same  coins  were  struck  and  cir- 
culated. Neighboring  cities  like 
Ephesus  also  started  to  issue  the 
cistophores,  imitating  the  design 
faithfully  and  placing  their  own  city 
initials  in  as  small  a print  as  possible. 
They  were,  of  course,  trying  to  cash 
in  on  a good  thing.  But  Pergamum  did 
not  object;  there  was  room  enough  for 
everybody  to  issue  the  popular  coins. 

Even  as  late  as  the  reign  of  Augustus, 
a cistophore  was  issued.  The  Emperor, 
however,  could  not  resist  placing  his 
own  bust  over  the  altar.  This  consti- 
tuted a major  change  in  type,  and  the 
popularity  of  the  Cistophore  vanished 
quickly.
